THE COLLAPSED frotisE 


A HEAVY DEATH 105 oe 


THE WORK OF RESCUR. 


— — 


The. grim work of resouing the injured and 
recovering the dead victims of the collapsed 
house was actively pursued yesterday, and 
this morning the task was still uneompleted. 


Ab half past four this morning, however, the 


Municipal authorities were compelled to give 
orders to cease the work of clearing away the 


débris, for the part of the house which still 


stands threatetied to fall upon, the rescuers 
and bury thegs”’The wall was seen to tremble 
and the occupaiits of tlie adjacent houses were 
turned into the street, for it was not impossible 
that if a second collapse occurred other houses 
might be damaged by the full. > 

Thr fire-brigade ut this ‘time brought. two 
‘steainers into-action and with six hoses, fed 
from the one engine at the: Labban Caracol 
aud the other under Fort Napoleon, played 
upon the wrecked biilding for nearly three 
hours and finally pulled: down tho wall with 
ropes, | 

Shortly alter seven: o'clock this morning 
attention was once more turned to the recovery 
of bodies’ with the result that nine dead 
persons were found. Of these two were native 
women, one a native man, one a native child, 
three, European woman, one European man, and 
one European infant child. 

Of the 17 injuréd’ persons who were taken 
to hospital one man and one woman have died, 
one man was (discharged as not neMessitating 
indoor treatment, and 14 remain under treat- 
ment. 

It is not as yet known whether other persons 
remain buried and the work of clearing 
away the débris is being actively carried on 
without rest, but itis thought that all hove 
been found. The total death roll up to the 
present amounts to 11. 

The majority of the bodies have been found 

derneath the staircase, from which one must 
conclude that a warning shock caused the 
inhabitants of.tle house to make an attempt 
to rush out, but were oyerwhelmed in their 
efforts, which must have been frantic,
